War in Africa 


HE war in Africa is entering upon a 
new phase. A British communiqué from 
Cairo, dated August 5th, announces that 
last Sunday the Italians began an invasion 
of British Somaliland, They are advancing 
in three columns of unspecified strength 
against the towns of Odweina, Hargeisa, 
and Garagara, which are sixty and thirty 
and forty miles respectively from the 
Abyssinian frontier. No further informa- 
tion has been vouchsafed beyond the 
laconic statement that the British land 
and air forces are organised to resist, 
while, at the time of writing, the Italian 
Press Agency and wireless stations remain 
silent. According to people who know the 
country, the work of invasion—quite apart 
from the havoc which almost inevitably 
will be wreaked upon the slowly moving 
Italian columns by the bombing and 
machine-gunning planes of the Royal Air 
Force—will be far from easy. The terrain 
is very different from the Phenix Park. 
The way towards Odweina and Hargeisa 18 
described as a mixture of “rough camel 
tracks and treeless countryside,’’ while 
the next stage, after the towns ‘have been 
reached, consists of a range of mountains 
3,500 feet high, and apparently by no 
means attractive to the visitor. Above and

Bottle Parties 


London's bottle party” night clubs 
have been a thorn in the flesh of the police 
authorities for a long time. Various legis- 
lative attempts were made from time to 
time to bring these clubs within the reach 
of the law’s strong and already long arm, 
but the gentlemen who minister to the 
public’s night-time thirst in these places 
have been too nimble to be caught by 
anything so ponderous as an Act of 
Parliament. Hardly had an Act been 
framed restraining their activities in one 
form than they were functioning again in 
the same old way, only adopting this time 
a procedure, a set of tactics, which kept 
them safely beyond its reach. Yet, 
although it may be ponderous in its 
movements, the law is tireless in pursuit. 
Like the tortoise in tho fable, too, it has 
a way of catching up with light-footed 
hares. For quite a long time past it has 
had its eye on other interests—for the last 
twelve months, certainly, Parliament has 
had too much important business in hand 
to be bothered about such an insignificant 
matter as illicit drinking; but, despite 
the present death struggle in which 
Britain is engaged, the Government hardly 
can ignore the strong expression of opinion 
which was presented to it last week in the 
form of a motion by almost a third of the 
members of Parliament. These members, 
who are drawn from all parts of the 
House, including that of the Government’s 
own political supporters, demand the 
introduction. at once of “ far-reaching 
legislation of a drastic nature” to control 
the bottle parties. There seems to be 
little doubt but that the Government will 
take action as recommended ; but will this 
action put an end to the bottle parties? 
That is the question. In the present stage 
of development the bottle party seems to

old newspapers that we get a clear and 
impartial picture of the days gone by, The 
old newspapers read, in a sense, like those 
personal diaries into which the public has 
been prying with such delight in recent 
years. The diaries were written by and 
for one person, but it is obvious that the | 
newspapers, too, while they were read by 
thousands, were private to the readers of 
their own day. Newspapers have been 
compared to butterflies. They have a life 
of only a few hours—and many 4 
journalist has sighed with relief that the 
words which he wrote last night will be 
killed in a few hours by the appearance of 
the evening editions! H's words may be 
killed for the. present, but seldom 
does he dream that , posterity may 
resurrect them from the tomb of 
oblivion a hundred years hence, and 
laugh even more heartily—but perhaps 
less hurtfully—than his own colleagues 
and his readers laugh to-day. However, 
one generation always sneers at its -pre- 
decessor, and if we to-day smile in a 
superior fashion at thé follies and the 
foolish philosophies of the past, as seen 
through the old newspapers, we may rest 
assured that we ourselves will be just as 
much a figure of fun when our own turn 
comes. One essential difference that will. 
be obvious between the newspapers of 
1840 and the newspapers of 1940 will be 
the fact that in 1840 people could write 
whatever conscience prompted ; while their 
successors a hundred years later were per- 
mitted to say only what was prompted 
by the Department of Press Censorship. 
Yet, in 2040 the right of the individual 
may have gone so far into abeyance that 
people then will marvel at the generous 
measure of freedom which Governments 
allow to us now. At all events, the dire 
troubles which face us all now may seem 
very trifling in a hundred years’ time; 
and many of the conditions of life which 


first century just as outrageous as the 
slave traffic, the debtors’ prisons and 
the child labour of the early nineteenth 
century seem outrageous to us in these 
more enlightened days, as we call them. 
There are many sore trials and puzzling 
byways on the narrow road to perfection. 
It is only when we arrive at some minor 
eminence on the journey and look back 
that the road seems so straight and the 
right way so obvious.

Mike Tisdall was born thirty-seven years 
ago in the England which he loved and died 
for, but he was, 1 believe, the twelfth of his 
line in this country, which he loved, too.

Before joining the British Army some 
months prior to the outbreak of the war, he 
had made a name for himself in the motor 
racing world, in which he found an outlet 
for that fearlessness which was his outstand- 
ing characteristic. He joined the Corps of 
Military Police under Sir Malcolm Campbell 
and was almost at once raised to the rank of 
sergeant. Refusing further promotion, by 
his tact, his cheerfulness and his keen sense 
of duty, he made himself honoured and re- 
spec by both superiors and subordinates 
in military rank. I can say that he was 
beloved by all who knew him, and especially

Penalties for Wasting Food 


The British Food Ministry made an 

order to-day, which will come into force 
next Monday, dealing with the prevention 
of waste of food and indicating penalties 
against offenders. It will be an offence 
to waste food, which is described as 
‘everything used by man for food, or 
drink. other than water.
